The Chryaanthemum Fair continues 
to grow more beautiful day by day—if 
indeed such a thing were possible. Yes- 
terdav, for the first time, the ladies were 
willing to admit that their decorations 
were all complete. On the opening night 
there were three of the booths—those de­ 
voted to the business affairs of the under­ 
taking. the decoration of which was not 
quite completed. There were alse some 
changes and additions to be made in the 
decorations of the siege. This work was 
all finished yesterday. The fact that the 
carpenters were at work on the bnilding 
up to the very last day before the fair 
opened is a Fufficient explanation of the 
reason for this temporary delay. 
The stage has been decorated in a 
way to make it one of the most charm­ 
ing eightn which can meet the eye of the 
visitor. 
In the designs which are 
worked om tho ladies havo been agisted 
by Mr. J. Ivey, the artist. The broad 
band of many-colored chrysanthemums 
in which the name “ Simpson” ij spelled 
out is his work, and the labyrinth of 
green arbors at the back which produces 
such 
a 
pleasant 
effect 
on 
the eye is also of his designing. 
It is just possible that those who have 
visited the fair only in the evening may 
have the impression that tho flowers do 
rot look so pretty by daylight, and that 
hs night ia the only time to seethe 
display satisfactorily. This is a mistake. 
The strong electric light which pervades 
the building serves to make the whole 
Goene more brilliant by night, but the 
flowers can be beet seen and studied by 
day. Moreover, the best time to see the 
fine exhibit of curios is duriDg the day, 
when the crowd is not so largo and one 
feels that he can go through *the 
exhibit satisfactorily. There is much 
in this department cf the fair, which is 
worthy of study nnd careful examination. 
It offers the visitor an opportunity such 
as he n.ay not often enjoy in a city of 
this size. A description of Bomeof these 
booths will be given later. 
It might be added also that the best 
time to see the pictures in the local art 
room is during tho day, as the electric 
light spoils the effect in not a few in­ 
stances. 
One of the mo3tcraditable things about 
the whole Chrysanthemum Fair is the 
catalogue which was prepared by the 
ladies and is on sale at the last booth on 
the right hand side on the main floor. 
II is a pamphlet of 150 pages carefully 
compiled and elegantly printed. It is 
something with which everyone who 
visits the fair should not fail to supply 
himself. Besides general information 
about the fair, it contains a full list of 
all the potted chrysanthemums on ex­ 
hibition and their #price3, a list of the 
chryeanthemums in the special ex­ 
hibit and the names of their exhibitors 
and the names and artists cf the pictures, 
both those loaned and thoee done by lo­ 
cal arti-.ts. But perhaps the most valu­ 
able part of the catalogue are the lists of 
the articles on exhibition in the varions 
booths in the gallery, the curios and arti­ 
cles of bijouterie and vertu. These lists 
are very complete, and, taken togetbe* 
with the articles catalogued, form one of 
the most interesting elements of the fair. 
The catalogues were at first offered at 
twenty-five cents, but as there did not 
appear to be much of a demand for tnem 
at that figure, it was reduced to fifteen 
cents. The ladies were put to a good deal 
of expense in getting up this catalogue, 
and certainly enough of them ought to 
be sold to pay for that expense. 
The 
ladies decided that no visitor at the fair 
should be solicited to buy anything, but 
it would be a good plan to have the cata­ 
logues scattered about the building in the 
hands of some of the many pretty young 
women who are in the booths.

A QUICK FIGHT. 
E d C u ffe K n ocked O ut by P ete IH*c- 
Coy. 
Notwithstanding the fact that an un­ 
usual number of sportsman are in the 
city this week on account of the races, 
the attendance at the light-weight con­ 
test between Pete McCoy, of Boston, and 
Ed. Cuffe, of San Francisc ■>, in the gymna - 
sinm of the Southern California Athletic 
Club last night was very slim, not more 
than 100 parsons being present. The 
fight, which was to a finish under Marquis 
of Queensbury rules for a purse of $1,000, 
proved a foregone conclusion for the 
Bostonian, who knocked his opponent 
out in the second round, thus verifying 
the opinion of his friends, who laid odds 
of 100 to 60 freely on him before the mill. 
Two preliminary bouts of three rounds 
each amused the spectators admirably. 
The second one, which was announced as a 
six-round contest between Brockie 
O’Neil, of San Diego, and a colored 
“ pug” named Childs, resulted in a vic­ 
tory for the latter, O’Neil being dazed in 
the third round by a nasty fall in which 
he landed on the back of his head. 
At 0 :40 o’clock the event of the even­ 
ing was announced, and five minutes 
later Ed. Cuffe stepped into the ring, 
closely followed by his seconds, Jack 
Sullivan and Joe Soto. A burst of ap­ 
plause greeted Pete McCoy as he stepped 
into the ring, attended by Denny Kelle- 
her and Tom Savage. The Bostonian, 
who scaled 152 pounds, was attired in 
light blue knee-breeches, and his oppo­ 
nent, who bad a slight advantage as to 
weight, Hported dark blue colors.

T E E WYMAN CASE. 


A L e t t e r w h i c h e a r n e d Ella A r r e s t 
h y t h e P o l i c e . 
When the case of W. W. Wyman, 
charged with sending obscene literature 
through the m ails, was called for trial in 
the United States District Court yester­ 
day morning, the defendant failed to ap­ 
pear, and Judge Roes dem anded an ex­ 
planation. J . M arion Brooks, who ap­ 
peared for the defendant, stated that his 
client was insane, and that physicians 
would appear and testify that Wyman 
was not in a condition to stand his trial. 
In support of this statem ent the attorney 
produced a certified copy of the judg­ 
m ent of the Superior Court of San Fran­ 
cisco committing one Alfred Burroughs 
to the State Asylum at Napa on March 2, 
1882. The Court noticed the discrepancy 
in tie names, but the attorney replied 
th at he would show W yman and Bur­ 
roughs to be one and the sam e man. 
Judge Ross said th a t he understood from 
the Marshal that the defendant had been 
acting as book-keeper while awaiting 
trial in the County Jail, and, as there 
was no fixed course of procedure in the 
Federal statutes in such a case, he would 
endeavor to meet the difficulty in the best 
way possible. 
He, however, did not pro 
pose to allow any nonsense about the 
m atter. 
At this juncture Dr. Harrison 
entered the courtroom and informed the 
Court that Wyman was unable to stand 
the exertion of walking from the jail, as 
he was suffering from chronic heart 
disease. 
His m ental condition appeared 
to be good and he talked rationally. 
A 
carriage was sent for the conveyance of 
the defendant from the jail by order of 
the Court and in a few minutes Wyman 
appeared. Judge Ross refused to allow 
Attorney Brooks to withdraw from the 
case, and stated th at if there appeared 
reason for the belief that the defendant 
was insane, the Court would adopt the 
propsr course. 
The impaneling of a jury occupied 
until noon, when an adjournm ent was 
made for lunch. 
On reconvening at 2 o'clock in the 
afternoon, United States District Attor­ 
ney A. W. Hutton announced his readi­ 
ness to proceed with the trial, and Miss 
Carrie M. Arnold was called to the stand. 
She testified that on the 23rd day of 
June last she received a letter addressed 
to her at the residence of her parents in 
this city. I t contained seven sheets of 
paper, of which she read the first two 
and the la st; but on finding the character 
of the contents she turned them over to 
her mother. H er father was informed 
of the affair, and with him she called 
upon Chief of Police Burns next day 
Among other things, the letter contained 
an invitation to the young lady to meet 
the writer at the corner of Commercial 
and Main streets and accompany him to 
the 
theater. 
Chief Burns informed 
her father that the only way to capture 
the m an who sent the letter was for the 
witness to keep the appointment, and 
accompany the fellow to the theater 
where officers would arrest him . 
She 
carried out this program me, and was 
accosted by W yman at the place desig­ 
nated, and went with him to the Los 
Angeles theater, where he was.arrested. 
On 
cross-examination 
the 
witness 
stated that she had never seen the de­ 
fendant before and was at a loss to ac­ 
count for his having w ritten to her. 
Though she thought she knew who 
wrote the letter in question, she was un­ 
able to state positively that the defend­ 
ant did so. 
Attorney Brooks then a6ked 
the witneBB w hether she was fleshier in 
Jane than she was now, but the Court 
promptly called him to order. 
Mr. Hutton asked the Court to exclude 
the ladies from the courtroom while he 
read the letter received by Miss Arnold 
to the jnry, and this order was made in 
spite of Attorney Brooks’ objection on 
the ground that the ladies had already 
read it. 
M r. Arnold, the father of the last wit­ 
ness, was called and identified the letter, 
which was then read by Mr. Hutton. Oa 
cross-examination, the witness stated 
that he had not the least idea who wrote 
it at the time he first saw it, nor had he 
yet. 
C. H . Jennings and F. E. BileB, the 
two detectives who arrested Wyman at 
the theater, were examined, andex-Chief 
Burns detailed the circumstances which 
led him to order the arrest. 
He stated 
that after the arrest he saw Wyman in 
his (Burns’)office, and showed him the 
letter, the handw riting upon the en 
velope of which the defendant acknowl­ 
edged to be his. 
W ym an, however, de­ 
nied that he wrote the letter itself, and 
stated that he only “ backed” it for a 
friend. 
Attorney Brooks moved 
to 
strike out all the witness’ testimony, on 
the ground th at W yman had made the 
statem ents in response to inducements 
held out to him , but the Court overruled 
the motion on learning from ex-Chief 
Borns that no reward or inducement was 
offered by him to the defendant. 
The prosecution rested at this point, 
and Attorney Brooks moved the Court 
to dismiss the case as there was no evi­ 
dence to show that the defendant either 
wrote the letter or m ailed it. 
The 
motion was denied, as was also one for a 
continuance on the ground that defend­ 
a n t’s attorney was not prepared to pro­ 
ceed with the trial. 
Before opening 
Brooks again offered the judgm ent of 
committal mentioned before, but the 
Court withheld its ruling and ordered 
th at the trial be proceeded w’th. 
Mrs. Louisa J. Benson 
ertified that 
prior to July 1st last she k »;>' a rooming- 
house at No. 19 Commerr .’ street, and 
th at defendant occupir 
room 11 for 
three days prior to hit /rest on June 
24th.

THE WHEELING CASE. 


T h e P r o s e c u tl w u H a s N o t Y e t F l u - 
Is lic il i t s C a s e . 
The Wheeling murder trial was re­ 
sumed in Department No. 1 of the 8u 
perior Court yesterday morning before 
Judge Cheney and a jury, the first wit­ 
ness called being Dr. K. D. Wise. He 
was asked a hypothetical question rela­ 
tive to the effect of two gnnshot wounds, 
such as those received by Tweedy. The 
defense, however, objected on the ground 
that the witness was called upon to ex­ 
press an opinion upon a statement of 
facts which had not yet been proven, and 
both question and wituees were with­ 
drawn. 
Zac Gentry, who was upon the stand 
when court adjourned on Wednesday 
evening, contiuued his recital of the 
murder, corroborating the story told by 
Gdorge, the blacksmith, in every detail. 
The only new features introduced were 
the facts that Heryford was his UDcle 
and Wheeling's 1 etepfather, and that 
Tweedy was bis brother-in-law. 
On 
cros<4 examination he stated that although 
not on good terms exactly with either 
Wheeling or Heryford, he had never 
been in trouble with either of them di­ 
rectly, and he took no active part in that 
between Tweedy and Wheeling. 
He had lived with Tweedy for a long 
time. Although not piesent on the occa­ 
sion wheu Tweedy drew a rifle on Wheel­ 
ing, he saw Wheeling draw a pistol on 
Tweedy on February 6 , 1888. After a 
number of minute questions as to the 
movements of himself and Tweedy tor 
the forty-hours prior to the shooting, the 
witness was excused. 
W. N . Bailey was recalled, and stated 
that Miss Heryford gave him the pistol 
returned by her father on the 12th inst. 
Miss Estella Heryford was called upon 
to state where she got the pistol in ques­ 
tion, and she replied that Mr. Green gave 
it to her. As he was reported to be sick 
in bed, a subpoena was issued for him 
returnable forthwith, and an adjourn­ 
ment was taken until 10 o’clock this 
morning.
